Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 7-36 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A method of 
operating a coal-burning power plant combustion system having a stack to lower an 
acid dewpoint temperature of a flue gas, the method comprising the steps of: partially 
combusting coal in a first stage to create a chemically reducing environment in situ 
wherein the ratio of the concentration of reducing radicals to oxidizing radicals is greater 
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than about 10; reducing S03 formed during combustion to S02 by electron addition. 

The prior arts of Salooja (4375949), Cahn (4029752), of Atman (501 1 51 6), of 
May (41 96057) and of Sturm (5039507) individually or separately disclose a method of 
stage combustion of coal in a power plant having a flue gas with acid dewpoint and 
adjusting reducing environment for a sufficient time reducing S03 to S02 by electron 
addition but does not create a chemically reducing environment in situ wherein the ratio 
of the concentration of reducing radicals to oxidizing radicals is greater than about 10. 
The novelty of the claimed combination of the art cannot be motivated without 
impermissible hindsight.

The prior art does not disclose the art combination claimed by the invention.
